“The Revelation of Jesus Christ, 
which God gave unto him, to shew 
unto his servants things which must 
shortly come to pass and he sent and 
signified it by his angel unto his ser- 
vant John.” Rey. 1:11. 

Here the personality of the Father 
is acknowledged by God Himself as 
the giver of the revelation of Jesus 
Christ. The revelation of Jesus 
Christ is to be the final conclusion of 
all things and is given by Him unto 
His Son, Jesus Christ, here the identi- 
ty of the Father and Son is ascer- 
tained. Then from Jesus Christ it is 
given to the angel, and by the angel 
te His servant John. Here the Fath- 
er acknowledges the Son. In Rev. 1: 
4-6 it shows that by the grace of God 
and Jesus Christ we are made unto 
God and His Father kings and priests. 
Here the Son acknowledges the per- 
sonality of the Father. 

“Blessed is he that readeth, and 
they that hear the words of this 
prophecy, and keep those things 
which are written therein.” Rey. 1:3. 
Then if he is blessed in this manner 
we will conclude that if we fail to ac- 
knowledge or keep those things we 
shall be cursed. So herein is acknowl- 
edged the Son by the Father and the 
Father acknowledged by the Son and 
this was about three years after Je- 
sus was glorified, and as some would 
have us believe, became one in per- 
son, yet it is distinct that they are 
agreed in purpose and action, motive 
and principle. “Wherefore when he 
cometh into the world, he saith, Sac- 
rifice and offering uhou wouldest not, 
but a body hast thou prepared me. 
In burnt offerings and sacrifices for 
sin thou hast no pleasure. Then said 
I, Lo, I come (in the volume of the 
book it is written of me,) to do thy 
will, O God.” Heb. 10:5-7. 

We find that Jesus Christ came into 
the world to do the will of God. And 
this is the reason He said, “I and my 
Father are one.”- John 10:30. They 
were agreed in purpose and action as 
it is written, “For I have not spoken 
of myself; but the Father which sent 
me, he gave me a commandment, 
what I should say, and what I should 
speak. ***, even as the Father said 
unto me, so I speak.” John 4:49, 50. 
As to their being one in that respect, 
there is no denial yet they have their 
separate bodies. 

In Phil. 2:6 it shows that Jesus 
was in the form of God and we know 
that He had His own body, and if He 
had His own body and was in the 
form of God, God has His own body. 
Furthermore, we find in Gen. 1:26, 
27, that God said, “Let us make man 
in our image, after our likeness. * * * 
So God created man in his own image, 
in the image of God created he him; 
male and female created he them.” 
Here God referred to Himself as he 
and we know that the word he de- 
notes the masculine gender and all 
the masculines have their own bodies. 
And they were created, male and fe- 
male; all the feminine gender have 
their own bodies and yet in the like- 
ness of God. This proves the person- 
ality of God and His Son and we, His 
children, are in His image and like- 
ness. In Gen. 3:8 the voice of the 
Lord God came walking in the garden 
in the cool of the day and we know 
that the voice of God could not walk 
unless it had been embodied. And 
the Lord called unto Adam and said, 
“Where art thou?” Here we find that 
He talked to Adam and waiked ete. 

In Gen. 4:14 Cain said to God, 
“From thy face shall I be hid.” So 
Ged had His face and in Ex. 33:11 
the Lord spake unto Moses_ face to 
face, so He had His face in Moses’ 
time and He had fingers according to 
Ex. 31:18 for He wrote the two ta- 
bles of the testimony and gave to 
Moses—written by the finger of God. 
He had a hand in Ex. 33:22 for He 
covered Moses with it and He had a 
back for He told Moses He would let 
him see his back parts and still had 
His face but said it should be hid. He 
had His bosom in Jesus’ day for He 
said He dwelt in it. John 1:18. He 
had feet in Ex. 24:10, “And there was 
under his feet as it were a paved work 
ef a sapphire stone.” So the face and 
hands and feet define His personality 
for they are the extremities of man, 
we being made in His likeness. 

We have established the personality 
of the Father and we know Jesus had 
His. personality for He said, “A body 
hast thou prepared me.” Heb. 10:5. 
And He wrote with His finger on the 
ground. John 8:6. And they drove 
the nails in His hands and feet and 
thrust a spear into His side from 
which flowed blood and water.: The 
New Testament establishes the per- 
sonality of the Son. If God entered 
into Jesus as some say, what did God 
do with His body? ANSWER THOU 
ME IF THOU HAST UNDERSTAND- 
ING. Did He or was His body con- 
demned or is He the God of the dead 
or is it a fact that He had His per- 
sonality? Yea, verily some will say, 
Was not God a Spirit and entered in- 
to Jesus? Yes, I admit He was a Spir- 
it and entered into Jesus and that He 
became a quickening Spirit, 1 Cor. 6: 
17, but that does not do away with 
our personality, does it? Neither does 
it do away with their personality be- 
cause He became a quickening Spirit 
for we read of Him coming back in 
like manner as He was seen to go 
away. Acts 1: 11. And He said He 
would change our vile bodies that we 
may be fashioned like unto His glori- 
ous body. Phil. 3:21. -We will have 
our personality and Him also, yet He 
sald we were bone of His bone and 
flesh of His flesh or at Jeast members 


of His body, of His flesh and of His! 


bones. And this no more does away 
with our personality than it does 
when a man is married, they are no 
more twain but one flesh, Matt. 19:5,

yet they are two distinct persons, yet 
agreed as one. 

As it is written, “There are three 
that bear record in heaven, the 
Father, the Word, and the Holy 
Ghost.” 1 John 5:7. And remember 
this is after Jesus was glorified that 
there were yet THREE in heaven. Je- 
sus was the Word according to John 
1:14. The Word begotten of the 
Word, an exact likeness of the Father 
but by whom we are begotten through 
the gospel. 1 Cor. 4:15. In John 17: 
21 the Son prayed, “That they all may 
be one; as thou, Father, art in me, 
and I in thee.” Yet His prayer was 
to dissolve our personality but that 
there might be unity, I in them and 
thou in me that they may be made 
perfect in one. Yet He referred to 
us they, showing that there could be 
more than one person and yet be one 
body. As it is written the body is 
one yet many members. And all the 
members of that one body being many 
are one body, so also is Christ. Rom. 
12:4,5; Col. 1:24. Here is the body 
and Christ the head. Col. 1:18. And 
God the Father setting the members 
in the body. 1 Cor. 12:18. Here is 
the Father and the Son and His 
children or church body. There can 
be one body of united believers work 
ing for and desiring the same thing 
under the priesthood of Christ. Yet 
He that hath wrought all things 1s 
God. 


Some will say, “Hath not God said, 
‘Besides me there is no Savior?’ ” 
Very well, it was God who gave unto 
us His own dear Son as in John 3: 
16. And again, “He that spared not 
his own Son *** shall he not with 
him also freely give us all things?’ 
Rom. 8:32. “But I would have you 
know, that the head of every man is 
Christ; and the head of the woman 
is the man; and the head of Christ 
is God.” This harmonizes with Jude 
25, “The only. wise God our Saviour, 
be glory and majesty, dominion and 
power, both now and ever. Amen.” 
The margin says through Jesus 
Christ our Lord. This is almost a 
precise statement of Rev. 1:6 where 
both the Father and the Son are ac- 
knowledged, but some will say it 
pleased the Father that in Him should 
all the fullness of the Godhead dwell 
or in Him dwelleth all the fullness of 
the Godhead bodily. This does not 
do awe.» with the personality of the 
Father, it only places the Son co- 
eternal and co-equal with the Father 
where He belongs according to John 
5:19-30, “Then answered Jesus and 
said unto them, Verily, verily, I say 
unto you, The Son can do nothing of 
himself, but what he seeth the Fath- 
er do: for what things soever he 
doeth, these also doeth the Son like- 
wise. For the Fater loveth the Son, 
and sheweth him all things that him- 
self doeth and he will shew him great- 
er works than these, that ye may 
marvel. For as the Father raiseth up 
the dead, and quickeneth them: even 
so the Son quickeneth whom he will. 
For the Father judgeth no man, but 
hath committed all judgment unto the 
Son. That all men should honour the 
Son, even as they honor the Father. 
He that honoreth not the Son honor- 
eth not the Father which hath sent 
him, Verily, verily I sey unto you, He 
that heareth my word. and believeth 
on him that sent me, hath everlasting 
life, and shall not come into condem- 
nation; but it is passed from death 
unto life. Verily, verily, I say unto 
you, The hour-is coming, and now 
is, when the dead shall hear the voice 
of the Son of Ged: and they that hear 
shall live. For as the Father hath 
life in himself; so hath he given to 
the Son to have life in himself; And 
hath given him authority to execute 
judgment also, because he is the Son 
of man. Marvel not at this: for the 
hour is coming, in the which all that 
are in the graves shall hear his voice, 
And shall come forth; they that have 
done good, unto the resurrection of 
life; and they thet have done evil, un- 
to the resurrection of damnation. I 
can of mine own self do nothing: as 
I hear, I judge: and my judgment is 
just; because I seek not mine own 
will, but the will of the Father which 
hath sent me.” This proves that the 
Son is co-eternal with the Father and 
the oneness and unity of the twain. 

Some say that the God of the old 
Bible became the Jesus of the new. 
No, God has said, “I am the Lord, I 
change not.” Mal. 3:6, and- many such 
Scriptures to. bear on this subject. 
Yet there was a change in the priest- 
hood. Abraham was a type of the 
Father and Isaac was a type of Jesus 
Christ and Abraham’s servant was a 
type of the Holy Ghost. Thus we 
have the true types in the Old Testa- 
ment as in the New and we have 
shown the personality of the Father 
in the Old Testament. Some say 
that Jesus was made the Lord of the 
old Bible and for this proof they quote 
Acts 2:36. This in no wise changes 
the matter. He was made ¢o-eternal 
with the Father as it is written, “The 
Lord said unto my Lord, Sit thou on 
my right hand, Until I make thy foes 
thy footstool.” The Lord here is God, 
and my Lord is where Jesus was made 
equal with the Father, giving him the 
title and honor of Lord. Some object 
though to such high honor but Jesus 
in Johm 13:31 said, “Now is the Son 
of mam giorified, and God is glorified 
in him. If God be glorified in 
him, God shall also glorify him in 
himself.” Here the Son glorifies the 
Father and the Father glorifies the 
Son in return, here is oneness. Be- 
sides all this after Jesus was glorified 
the Father still had His personality 
as is shown in Rev. 4:8, sitting on the 
throne and Rev. 5:1 shows the book 
in His hand and in the fifth verse the 
Lion of the tribe of Judah which is 
Jesus prevails to open the book and 
to loose the seals thereof, and in the 
seventh -¥¢ He takes the book out 
of the hand Him that sits on the 
throne ‘which is the Father. Here 
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is the personality of the Father and 
the Son after Jesus was glorified 
about sixty-three years. So Jesus be- 
ing glorified does not alter the per- 
sonality of the Father but puts Him 
on the equal with the Father. Besides 
all this after Jesus was glorified the 
apostle Paul in all his epistles ac- 
knowledges the personality of the 
Father by saying, “Grace and peace 
from God our Father and from the 
Lord Jesus Christ” The word and 
forms the conjunctive mode which 
means one or more. And as a climax 
1 Cor. 15:24, 28 says, “Then cometh 
the end, when he shall have delivered 
up the kingdom to God, even the Fath- 
er *** Then shall the Son also him- 
self be subject unto him that put all 
things under him, that God may be 
all in all.” 

Next we will take up the question 
of baptism in the name of the Lord 
Jesus Christ. First, it will be noticed 
that there was uo promise of their 
receiving the gift of the Holy Ghost 
without repentance. To find the true 
sense of the promise we must define 
repentance or the conditions thereof. 
Repentance is godly sorrow for sins 
and this could not be brought about 
except by the Holy Ghost as it is 
written in John 16:8, “And when he 
is come, he will reprove the world of 
sin, and of righteousness, and of judg- 
ment.” When they were reproved by 
the Holy Ghost they would naturally 
see their error in rejecting the Son 
of God and would naturally see they 
were sinners and being reproved in 
judgment they would see that the sac- 
rifice and offerings were done away 
with and that Jesus had taken the 
place of such. And as they had been 
partakers of the betrayal and cruci- 
fixion of Him, this would work a god- 
ly sorrow by the Holy Ghost which 
would lead to repentance. This re- 
pentance is granted according to the 
acknowledgment of the truth, 2 Tim. 
2:25. And as they acknowledged the 
truth which is God’s Word, they would 
see the promise of the old covenant 
of the coming Savior and in acknowl- 
edging the truth of God’s Word they 
automatically believed on the Lord Je- 
sus Christ, thus fitting them for the 
fulfillment of the promise of the Holy 
Ghost after being baptized. 

It was Jesus that gave the com- 
mandment to baptize in the name of | 
the Father and of the Son and of the! 
Holy Ghost. So their accepting bap- 
tism is another acknowledgment of 
the truth and thus automatically 
makes them believers in Jesus Christ. 





Again it must be remembered that 
Peter was speaking to the Jews and 
not to Gentiles as in Acts 2:22, Peter, 
says, “Ye men of Israel.” He explains | 
the prophecies concerning the out-| 
pouring of the Holy Ghost on the day 
of Pentecost which was strictly Jew- | 
ish and then the prophecies concern- 
ing the resurrection of Jesus Christ. | 
It was this message that convicted or 
pricked them in their hearts. While 
they listened to Peter they were auto- 
matically convinced and convicted 
even against their own will as they 
did not want to accept Jesus Christ 
as the Son of God but they were cor- 
nered and when they asked for a so- 
lution of the matter, Peter said, “Re 
pent and be baptized.” This they 
could not have done if they had not 
believed on Him as repentance was 
granted to the acknowledgment of 
the truth. This was obedience in 
their heart and baptism was obedience 
to the commandment of baptism. To 
be baptized in the name of the Son 
or Jesus Christ was also obedience 
and this brought the three fundamen- 
tals of faith and obedience, thus pre- 
paring them for the Holy Ghost 
through obedience according to Acts 
5:32. It cannot be that a person can 
receive the Holy Ghost except in such 
manner and not as the mere act of 
baptism alone. 

When the Gentiles were grafted in 
they received the Holy Ghost before 
they were baptized in water as a 
result of the fact that they stood by 
faith. It was necessary, therefore, 
that the Jews who rejected Christ and 
did not believe on Him to be baptized 
before they could receive the Holy 
Ghost. And as to the plan that God 
had, they knew very well that with- 
out the shedding of blood there could 
be no remission of sins. They also 
knew that the congregation had to be 
sanctified by the blood of the of- 
fering and it was, therefore, not nec- 
essary to preach to them sanctifica- 
tion by the blood of Christ, for with 
this part of God’s plan they were very, 
very familiar. Again it is out of or- 
der to think a person could get the 
Holy Ghost without being sanctified 
when Christ died to sanctify the peo- 
ple with His own blood and God said 
the temple of God is holy which tem- 
ple ye are and we know we were born 
in sin and shapen in iniquity. So 
this necessitates the experience of 
sanctification before we can receive 
the Holy Ghost. On the day of the 
passover of Christ, He entered into 
the Holy place once for all and upon 
this entering the holy place with His 
own blood as the high priest over the 
house of God, He made the atone 
ment for all mankind. This was just 
fifty days before the Holy Ghost was 
given. Here the testator died and the 
testament became of force and they 
that aspire unto Him for salvation in 
His name must be justified by faith in 
His name and sanctified by His blood 
and then upon His promise He gave, 
gives or will give the Holy Ghost. A 
careful search of these Scriptures will 
break light upon the earnest inquir- 
er’s heart and establish, strengthen 
and settle for the future benefits of 
His own protection against false 
teaching along these lines. Amen.

An organization 
in Cincinnati is furnishing Bible Ver- 
ses which are now us. d daily in hun- 
dreds of newspapers throughout the 
country. These all supplement the 
work of the American Bible Society 
which distributes annually nearly 
5000,000 copies of the Scriptures in 
150 languages and dialects.” 


Perfumed, Peppered, 
and Poisoned Bibles 


Not only must Bibles be attractively 
bound and well printed, but some of 
them must be perfumed, peppered, and 
poisoned as well. Bibles going to the 
Gilbert Islands, contain in the binding 
glue and the paste which fastens the 
cover a mixture of oil of cloves, cay- 
enne pepper and corrosive subilmate. 
It seems that the bookworms of the 
Gilbert Islands are more pious than 
those in other places and have a par- 
ticular pleasure in devouring the 
bindings of Bibles, so that this appe- 
tizing and fatal menu awaits their at- 
tacks upon the Scriptures.” 

Twelve hundred such Bibles have 
been sent recently by the American 
Bible Society on their fifteen thousand 
mile journey to Ocean Island by way 
of Sydney, Australia. 

Rev. Dr. Hiram Bingham, tie ia- 
mous missionary translator, gave his 
life to the preparation of the Bible in 
the Gilbertese language. 

The Bibles are printed and bound 
by the American Bible Society in New 
York and a consignment ig shipped 
every few years to the Gilbeit Islands.
